Sen. Phil Gramm, R-Texas, co-author of 
both the original Gramm-Rudmnn law and 
the revised version that passed the Senate 
lost month, said he would fight the debt bill 
and the recess unlcw thc_Gramm-Rudmnn_ 
work were finished. 

"I think we have one final opportunity 
here " to fix t he law, he said. 

BotK'tHcTIousc and Senate have voted in 
favor of strengthening Gramm-Rudman. 

The 1986 law that promised to gradually 
reduce the deficit was crippled by a Su- 
preme Court ruling last year. The court 
said the law's automatic spending cut 
mechanism, which would enforce its an- 


■nual deficit targets, was coostitutiohally 
flawed. 

The new amendment would attempt to 
address the court's concerns centering on 
the original measure's violation of the con- 
stitutional separation of powers. 

It would also revise deficit targets, 

. abandoning ^Istrict-originaLdoficit-a^cd-- 
ulo — which was largely ignored — for one 
that lawmakers said was moro realistic by 
delaying attainment of a balanced budget 
past the original goal of fiscal 1991i - 

The Houae-Senato confeience committee' 
had deadlocked late Wednesday over how 
tough the targets and the enforcement 


should be, especially while President 
Reagan is in office. 

Republicans were trying to fashion tho re- 
vision so that little deficit reduction would 
bo requircd-until after Reagan’s term. Dem- 
ocrats said the now cutback scheme should . 

have a.two-yoor .triol-period effectively— 

protecting the next president from its 
restrictions. 

But Gramm said there was no way that 
he could accept anything less than rcstor- . 
ing the automatic spending cuts for a full 
five years. On that Issue, "there can’t bo 
ony compromise," he said.

NEW YORK - College tuitions 
will continue to climb faster than 
the inflation rate this fall, and total 
student expenses at'somo elite insti-; 
tutions will top $18,000. 

Average annual tuition and fees 
will climb 8 percent at private, four>- 
year colleges ond 6 perce nt at pub;- 
licinstitiiUonsTiEc seventh stroight- 
Vear' such costs will outpace 
inflation, according to the College. 
Board's annual survey of college 
costa released Thursday. 

At ^0 nation’s most expensive 
school, tiny Bennington College in 
Bennington, Vt.,- total estimated 
costs will reoch $19,390. ^ — -f. 

Average total estimated, costs at 
all four-yoor private schools will be 
less than $12,000 and at public 
schools will be almost $5,800. 

'This fall marks the third consecu- 
tive year of 6 percent tuition and fee 
hikes at private, four-year 
institutions. Tho 6 percent average

SUN VALLEY - There is usually 
just one good piece of advico for any- 
one who says they want to make it 
big in the music scene: Pack up 
your gear and move to L. A. 

But Sun Valley will do just fine'

Like-most-in the. jock. and_roll_ 

business, Martin says his group as- 
• pirca to make albums someday, or 
at the very leost, to perform their 
music in some exotic far-off place. 
Still, there . * - are proctical 
considerations. Some of the group's 
musicians roly on income from 
other jobs, and then there is tliat 
steady gig at Whiskey Jacques. 

So instead . of, heading for tho 
Coast, The Hcatcre try out new mo- 
tcrial on Sun.Vallcy tourists and oc- 
casionally book time at tho local rec- 
ording studio, where they are mak- 


ing their own demonstration tape. 

With songs titles like "Body Bag” 
and "Lebanon,? one might expect 
The Heaters to bo a green-haired 
gaggle of teens.
